m ental stage, but fem ale guinea pigs 
have been im pregnated by an arti­ 
ficial solution, sim ulating the norm al 
anim al secretion, and from this there 
has been produced the true anim al 
ovuum w’hich has grown to norm al 
size and 1 cen reared. 
It was found a solution of w ater 80 
per cent, salts 12 per cent, and an 
acid sim ilar to the malic acid that is 
found in certain form s of vegetable 
life would 
cause 
hum an tissues to 
grow.
